Guides Form One Group. 


The "Alpmi," who valiantly earned 
the right to their own battlecry, "Di 
qui non si passe" (They shall not pass 
here), is composed of Alpine guides, 
hunters and men familiar with the 
rugged 
country 
of northern Italy, 


which has been so gallantly defended. 
The corps was organized in 1872 by 


General 
Guiseppe 
Perrucchetti and 


was composed of men taken from the 
ranks of the "Bersaglieri." II was first 
known 
as 
the 
"Bersagheri-Alpini," 


loved throughout the nation. 
The "Alpini" made their first fight- 


ing appearance in 1896, during the Tri- 
politan campaign.' The reputation es 
tabhshed then caused other European 
armies to follow Italy* example. The 
Austnan formed tSeit^Corps of "Kaiser: 
jaegers," the 'gaiianC Erench "Chaus- 
seurs des Alpes," the "Blue Devils," 
proved their own mettle, however, and 
their training and general tactics are 
modelled after the Italian organization. 


Ail Carry Alpenstocks. 


The uniform of the "Alpini" is a 
smoky greenish gray, 
with heavy 


mountain boots, peak'ed "Robin Hood" 
caps, each adorned with an eagle feath- 
er. On each sidA of the collar is worn 
an emblem representing a red flame. 
Beside the usual equipment, with un- 
trenching tools, carbine and side arms, 
the "Alpine" all bear Alpinstocks. 


The men are simple, bonest and fear- 
less, well deserving their title of the 
"Fighting Eagles " They are very dem-' 
ocratic, and there is, no suggestion of 
caste among either officers or men, as 
their rigorous, individualistic work dif 
fers from that of any 'other corps in 
the world. Yet discipline is maintained 
strictly and they are kept in war train- 
ing, whether or not their country is 
fighting.

Ordinarily when a 
business is forced to stop, the assets 
have to be closed out at a sacrifice. If 
the concern was operated on borrowed 
capital, this frequently 
means that 


there is not enough money to pay the 
debts. 


One thing which of course has help- 


»d. is that prices are high on all kinds 
of merchandise. Any one who has had 
pood stock on hand of essential mater 
ial has been able to dispose of it at 
good prices. 
That has helped strug- 


gling little concerns that had to stop, 
to realize a fair price on their assets. 


This means a good deal to thousands 


o<" young men who have been drafted, 
or /vho enlisted. A fellow will fight 
with a good deal lighter heart knowing 
that he has been able to wind up his 
aifairs at home without sacrifice. 


The banks are considered to have 


handled the situation skillfully, so as 
to keep down the number of failures. 
They lm\e had a ticklish situation to 
meet and we are not wholly, through 
the woods yet. It is a time to discourage 
speculation. People who want to bor- 
row money to operate on the stock 
market should get a cold stare. But 
every man who has a little business

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Strong Efforts Oblhg On to Stamp Out

•a Ntekrot 


To combat neckrot—a destructive^ 


storage rot of onions—in various local- 
ities of the United State*, the United 
States department of agriculture next 
season is to assist growers In testing; 
a , method of controlling the disease 
with the hope of putting the method 
on a practicable basis for commer- 
cial use. 
Specialists of the depart- 


ment will be assigned to the districts 
affected to advise farmers and to help 
In the Installation and equipment of 
necessary structures. 


The districts known to be Infected 


include the principal onion-growing 
centers in Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Ohio, Indiana,' Delaware, Wisconsin 
and Oregon. 
The disease occurs in 


other states also. Losses of from 25 
lier cent to 75 per cent In white onion 
sets hav<» been recorded in the vicinity 
of Chicago and in northern Indiana. 
Bed and yellow onions are not at- 
tacked as seriously as the white vari- 
ety. 


The disease known as neckrot Is 


caused by a fungus. TBe parasite en- 
ters the wounded neck of the bulbs' at 
harvest time and gradually rots the 
scales until they become dried tip and 
worthless. 
Of the control measures 


that have been tried, artificial drying 
of the onion sets in crates just after 
harvest has given the best results. The 
object of this method.Is to cure the 
necks as soon as possible, and thus 
check the fungus before it enters the 
flesh scales. In various lots treated 
recently -the rot was reduced from i4 
per cent to i per'cent;, from 47 per 
cent to 7 per cent;, from 53; per. 
cent to f per cent, and from 92 per 
cent to 10 per cent

"In Tokyo, city planning was set on 


foot twenty years ago. about the same 
time the question of city planning was 
receiving . attention in Europe and 
America," said Doctor Sekl, mayor of 
Osaka. In on interview with n Tokyo 
Yomiurl representative. "In Osaka, 
however, it is only a few years since 
tlie problem liccnn to claim serious at- 
tention, although the necessity of city 
planning in Osaka is perhaps more ur- 
gent than in other cities. The density 
of population in Osaka is certainly 
greater thnn In other places and im- 
provement In sanitary and other mat- 
ters is urgently needed. 
It is esti- 


mated that the population of Osaka 
twenty years hence will be 2,6oO,000 
nnd that of the two neighboring dis- 
tricts 2.3GO.OOO, making a total of 5.- 
000.000. This estimate is based on the 
present rate of increase, but it is pos- 
sible the rate of increase may be 
larger. Herein lies the urgent nature 
of city planning for Osaka."

FISH AFFECTED BY WARFARE 


Explosion of Mines Off British Coast 


Has Resulted In Great Diminution 


of Catches, Is Report. 


Wilfred Buzley, v.-ho is on the way 


*.o his tea plantation In Assam. India, 
said on his arrival in this city that the 
frequent explosions of mines off the 
British coast had caused a great scarci- 
ty of fish, according to New York 
limes. This was especially the case 
filong the east coast of England and 
Scotland, and had also affected the 
coast of Holland. Herring, which for- 
merly were plentiful at this season of 
the year off the coast of Scotland. sell- 
Ing at a cent apiece retail, now bring 
16 cents, he said, and were scarce. 
Flounders and cod, formerly eight to 
ten cents a pound, are now worth 50 
cents at retail. 
It was only at rare 


intervals, Mr. Buzley said, that the 
poor were able to purchase fish. 


"The only fish in British waters that 


appeared to defy the mines and tor- 
pedoes," Mr. Buzley continued, "is 
the hardy halibnt. Just before I sailed 
from England one of the steam trawl- 
ers off the coast was about to haul 
in the lines when the captain noticed 
a giant halibut following close behind 
a cod that was impaled on one of the 
hooks. 
The halibut made several at- 


tempts to swallow the cod and was 
eventually hauled ap onto the deck of 
the trawler. Che skipper told me that 
the big fish weighed 168 ponnds, 
was sold in the market for $60."

When seas or 
long railroad journeys separate the 
group the Red Cross helps them keep 
in touch with each other by mail or 
wire. It sees to it that the soldier in 
the trenches does not have cause to 
worry about his home folks. Through 
Home Service it makes • certain that 
soldiers 4, families lack for nothing. 
Where a soldier is sick or wounded It 
keeps Ills people fully informed. 


The Red Cross Convalescent Houses 


opened, or sooirto be in commission at 
every big Army and Navy Hospital in 
America, are great" agencies for bring- 
ing these groups together. A soldier 
always likes to see his "folks,11 but 
when wounds or illness force him to 
doff his trim khaki and toss in bed or 
roam around .In a bathrobe while con- 
valescing In the hospital section be 
needs his folks worse than at any oth- 
er time. The lied Cross hospital man, 
of course, keeps- mother or wife con- 
stantly informed by letter ot the pa- 
tient's condition. But letters cannot 
take the place of speech or soothing 
touch.* The military surgeons, will tell 
you that in many cases a brief visit 
will do mere to "pep" a. man.up and 
hasten his recovery than any prescrip- 
tion they can write or tlie pharmacist 
compound. So if the case is doubtful ] 


the Red Cross Service matt tttWiS 
heaven and earth to get the home folks 
to the bedside in record time. 


But even If the soldier is recovering 


and is allowed to get up and lounge 
around there are still two things he 
needs—a talk with his folks ano plen- 
ty ot restful amusement It is DO fun 
to ramble around the aisles ot a hos- 
pital ward, seeing other less fortunate 
men making their fight for life. Play- 
ing cards or checkers on a cot Is awk- 
ward, especially when any noise may 
disturb a chap tossing around on the 
next cot 
"Smokes" don't taste Just 


right mixed with the smell of lodoform 
or ether.

And a visit from the home folks un- 


der such conditions, while fine, ot 
course, is not entirely satisfying. Doc- 
tors and nurses are always Hitting 
about 
You feel as if you shouldn't 


talk out loud. It is about as hard to 
laugh a real lung-clearing snort ot a 
laugh in a sick ward as it would he to 


uffnw in church. If Mother brings 


one of the kids along, lie gets restless 
and begins to finger all sorts ot things. 


Mother Is constantly saying, "Sh-h-h-h" 
and jumping up to drag the baby out 
of delightful mischief. 


But the Bed Cross knew all this 


from the start and therefore began 
rushing up its houses as soon as the 
hospitals were located. In these real 
men's clubs there is a spacious room 
tilled with big, comfortable chairs and 
lounges fall sorts of games and maga- 
zines are at hand; a player piano and 
a phonograph await the musical. At 
some* hospitals the nearby communi- 
ties have contributed billiard tables 
for those who' are again able tc be on 
their pins. The library donated by 
the American Library Association of- 
fers the latest popular novel or tech- 
nical and solid volumes for the edu- 
cationally ambitious, and a librarian 
is there to advise or to get any title 
not on the shelves.. Comfortable writ- 
ing desks with pens that really write 
and ink that really (lows and blotters 
that blot invite frequent letters home 
and especially long ones to tl; 9 :irl 
left hehind." To judge what u.^.^s of 
paper these convalescents are. just 


glance over the stationery orders from 
these houses. "Rush 30,000 letter 
heads'." says one requisition, "and 
print the Red Cross on it For some 
reason many of the convalescents will 
not write unless they can get the 
House paper."

houses? And Wife and Sis? The pic- 
tures supply the answer. But this one 
qualification must, be made; the con- 
valescents come first, and visitors, of 
course, do not wish to crowd them out 
of the rest chairs. And the Liberty 
Quartet can talk and laugh as they 
like, because every one else Is .doing 
the same thing, whether to the club- 
room, the solarium or sun-porch, out 
on the broad, sha<Jy verandas, or even 
in the Red Cross war garden. Very 
likely some one is demonstrating his 
skill as a piano chauffeur at the auto- 
matic, while another bunch is out- 
singing the "Over There" record. The 
kids, too, are in no. danger of eating: a 
hunch of somebody's pills, aiisr the rest 
of the men are tickled to death to play 


with the youngsters—want to borrow 
them for awhile, in fact As'one pri- 
vate puts it, "Yon sure can have a real 
visit with the folks at the Red Cross 
Convalescent House. And say, if your 
lady friend comes to see you Just no- 
tice how the other guys lose all inter- 
est in your particular corner." 


Upstairs, especially for the mother 


or the little wife, there are twelve neat 
bedrooms away from the noise and life - 
of the big living room and Its evening 
picture shows, concerts or entertain- 
ments. These bedrooms are for rela- 
tives summoned to be with a very sick 
boy. Many of the hospitals are miles 
away from hotels or other places 


pre visitors can stay. In these 


rooms the relatives, always near the' 
hospital, can rest and yet be summon- 
ed quickly in case of a bad turn. Am' 
if their, man passes beyond they nr 
cared for and -comforted fty t!"- 
friends, the Red Cross house-mo* 
or trained nurse and the Red «': 
Camp Service Force who are thi-i-i 
do everything possible for every ~ . 
dier and his family.

PRIVING RIVETS SLOW WORK 


•Not Only That, but Enormous Nuntbtr 


j 
of Them Are Needed In a 


j 
6»«el Ship. 


' The largest single item In the labor 
of fabrlcatiDK « steel ship Is In the 
riveting of her hull; therefore the 
driving of rivets Is taken as o standard 
of size and of progress by most of the 
shipbuilders. To build a 10.000 ton 
ship n week means the drhing of 
abodt 650,000 rivets In thnt time. The 
Union blilpyurds of Snn Franelnco, us 
at present equtppcd'und freed from la- 
bor troubles, can drive about 800,000 
rivets, although In a record week It 
drove 411.000 rivets; the four next 
largest yards in America—at Fore Riv- 
er, Mass., at Newport News, Vu.. nt 
Camden, and nt Philadelphia upon the 
Delaware—can drive 200,000 to 27.",000 
rivets a week each. A half dozen 
smaller steel shipyards will drlVe from 
50,000 to 150.000 each seven days. 


Riveting, despite all the Inventions 


devised to sneeil It up, remains hand 
work and slow work. A riveting gang 
consists of two men and two boys— 
,the riveter, his "holder-on," the passer 
tooy and the heater boy. The gang 
drives from 300 to 375 rivets In the 
course of a ten-hour day and I* tired 
at the end of It. But when you know 
that It takes four men all of a working 
day to drive an average of a little less 
than 350 rivets, you can begin to see 
the full size of the labor problem of 
driving at least 650,000 rivets a week 
'necessary to turn out a 10.000-ton 
«hip nt the end of that length of time. 
In other,words, you need 1,200 men for 
the riveting gangs alone. 


Look at the matter from another an- 


gle, writes Edward Hungerford in Har- 
per's. Ten ships a week—the tremen- 
dous program for 1918 to which we 
stand committed—means 6,500,000 riv- 
ets a week. And the rivet capacity of 
our five greatest yards—with a total 
working force of 50,000 men at the end 
,of 1917—was but 1,350,000 rivets a 
jWeek. And riveting represents only 
about 20 per cent In the construction 
of a ship. 


RAISE MISCHIEF WITH WIRES 


Remarkable Effect of Aurora Borcalis 


on the Telegraph Wires of 


the Country. 


When the aurora borealis, or "north- 


era lights," pay us a visit there is 
trouble en all the telegraph and tele- 
phone lines. 
The reason for this 


«eems to be that the aurora borealis. 
which is really an unusual electric 
jemanation from the sun, sets up ab- 
normal earth currents. The strength 
of these currents has been measured 


j many times and found to have a poten- 
tial varying between 425 volts positive 
jand 225 volts negative and a resist- 
ance of about 2,000 ohms. 


Donald McNicol, assistant electrical 


'engineer of the Postal Telegraph com- 
pany, who has given much study to 
this subject, made an official report in 
1892, quoted in the Electrical Experi- 
taenter, in which he described the ef- 
[fects of earth currents on the ten At- 
lantic cables then in existence. Most 
(affected was thnt from Brest to Mique- 
,lon island, and the disturbances were 
greater at the western than at the 
eastern end, so that often St. Pierre 
'could send messages to Brest but could 
not receive any. 


Long cables were more affected than 


•short ones, southerly ones more than 
.northerly ones, and the abnormal cur- 
rents seemed to travel mostly from 
east to west. Sometimes the earth cur- 
rents are so strong that they injure the 
condensers. But they are most erratic 
In their nature and behavior.
